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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Request for Reconsideration 
Rejections Repeated 

1. The 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejections of claims 1-6 over Sekiguchi in view of Nielson, 
as the primary prior art combination, are repeated for the same reasons previously of 
record in the Office action dated 08/26/06. 

Response to Arguments 

2. • Applicant argues that Nielson discloses that software is necessary to map the 
displays to a single virtual desktop, wherein the display surface is either a single display 
on a continuous display, surface, or multiple displays in a discontinuous display 
[surface], but not the same substrate. 

Applicant is respectfully apprised that in teaching that multiple displays underlie a 
discontinuous display surface (column 1 , lines 58-60) for a personal digital assistant, 
better known as a PDA, that has more than one touch screen (column 1 , lines 34-37), 
Nielson is merely describing a common use of a display panel comprising a single 
substrate on which multiple touch screens, or display devices are present. . Another 
well-recognized use of a display panel comprising a single substrate on which multiple 
display devices are formed, is an instrument control display panel for a vehicular 
dashboard. Therefore, Nielson is indeed a valid secondary reference that teaches a 
common use of a display panel comprising a single substrate on which multiple touch 
screens, or display devices are present. 
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3. Applicant's argument against the valid use of Siwinski as a secondary reference, 
is directed against the valid use of Nielson as a secondary reference in the primary 
combination of Sekiguchi in view of Nielson, and is addressed above.
